WASHIN-GTON, Dec. SO.—Abo.ut 26 Ir- 


rigation projects, ranging 
from minor 


works to t ndertaklngs involving millions, 
are now in course of construction for 
the reclamation of Indian lands, under 
the direot'on of tho bureau of Indian 
affairs 
These works are shattered over 


ten states and two territories. Although 
tho larger projects are located In Idaho, 
Montana, Xevada, Utah. Washington and 
Wyoming-, according to W. II. Core, chief 
Irrigation engineer of the^ Indian seriico, 
some Impo-tant works are being projected 
in Arizona California, Colorado and New 
Mexico. 


The problems met by the irrigation 


engineers In building projects In tho 
North are less difficult than those mot 
In the South, and this In view of the fact 
that the works in the Northern States 
are 
much larg«r tha-n thos» 
in 
tho 


South. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


The reason for this. It la explained, Is 


that there Is more abundant supply of 
v ater in tho North, requiring in many 
ifslanoes but s.mple gravity canals to 
divert tho supply or. to large areas of 
rich sacebrush soil. 


Several 'argo draining systems are also 


under course of construction on Indian 
lands in the West.

Councilman Penclleton vill fine' it utterly impossible to please 


the people of Oakland and at the s;,mc time obey the orders of Dr. 
Pardee. He cannot do two (ontran thing? at once. He has already 
received notice that if he does not f jilow Dr. Pardee's orders to the 
limit and letter he will be branded in the Enquirer as a dishonor- 
able person. That is the doctor's usual method bf carrying: his 
point. First, he proves his contention to be ri^it by denouncing 
all who differ with him a^ crook:-, and with this as a predicate 
charges al! who take action contrary to his wishes with venal mo- 
tives. 


So far as the Seventh ^treet franchise is concerned, Dr. Pardee 


is merely venting a perspnal grudge. He has been denouncing the 
Southern Pacific and all .connected with it ever since William F. 
Herrin denied his request that the corporation aid him in his fight 
for renomination. 
He begged for the Southern Pacific's support, 


but denied its right to support anybody else. The railroad's par- 
ticipation in politics was all right as long he was the beneficiary, 
kut otherwise criminal and corrupt. His object now is to put the 
Southern Pacific to as much trouble and expense as he can regard- 
less of how the public interests will be affected. 
If Mr. Pendleton 


will not assist him in this worthy enterprise Mr. Pendleton will of 
course be marked down in Dr. Panlee's black book as a man of evil. 


The public has small interest in Dr. Pardee's efforts to revenge 


his political disappointments on the Southern Pacific, but it is keen- 
ly interested in what concerns the general welfare. Dr. Pardee had 
ao objection to giving the Key Route and the Oakland Traction 
Company all the fifty-year franchises they asked for. He was will- 
ing for them to fiave all they asked for on their own terms. When 
they have been given franchises in every direction (and it was to 
the benefit of the city that they should have them) Dr. Pardee sud- 
denly finds that franchises are erormously valuable and that none 
should be granted for a longer period than twenty-five years—to the 
Southern Pacific. He did not think so when the Western Pacific 
and the Santa Fe asked for franchises. He voiced no protest when 
the Key Route asked for franchises. 


But the Southern Pacific is engaged in electrifying all its local 


lines on this side of the bay at an estimated expenditure of nearly 
$11,000,000. This change will eliminate th- steam locomotives on 
Seventh and Webster streets and add enormously to the safety and 
convenience of travel. 
Seventh ^treet is an important link in this 


electric system, for it is the artery by which electric cars passing 
through Oakland must reach the annexed district arid San Leandro. 
Hence Dr. Pardee has attempte 1 to impose conditions which are 
onerous and unjust in the highest degree if not utterly impossible 


Now the franchise on Seventh street is valuable only to the 


Southern Pacific. Nobody else would give a thousand dollars for it. 
Everybody wants the SotUhern Pacific to have it because the South- 
ern Pacific is alone,able to give ihe service over Seventh street that 
the public demands and the cits- needs. The property-owners on 
Seventh street, to a man, have letitioned the Council to grant the 
Southern Pacific the franchise. The corporation offers to pave the 
entire street at its own < ost, an 1 pay a good percentage of its net 
earnings into the city treasury. No other corporation has offered 
such favorable terms. Xo such terms have ever been exacted from 
any other corporation. What the Southern Pacific's competitors in 
this field are given free of chargi- is held at an exorbitant price when 
asked by the Southern Pacific. That is, by Dr. Pardee, who would 
willingly blast business interests rnd property values in a large sec- 
tion o£ the city if he car therebv put the Southern Pacific at a dis- 
advantage in competitio i with ts rivals. His aim is to embarrass 
the corporation and disarrange its plans no matter what injury he 
inflicts on the city and the property-owners in the Sixth Ward. 


Is there a man in Oakland other than Dr. Pardee and Council- 


man Elliot) who uants the Sorthern Pacific driven off Seventh 
street? Is there a man in the fity who does not regard the use of 
Seventh street by the J-outhem Pacific as a connecting link in its- 
local rail and ferry sen, ice as indispensable to the \\elfare of Oak- 
land? That line is unS 
1 ersally regarded as a public necessity.

return for the franchise, which is as necessary to the public as it K 
to the corporation, the Souther i Pacific offers to pave the street at 
an estimated cost of $292,000 £.nd to pay a percentage of its gros1 


earnings into the city 'reasury that will at the lowest calculation 
afford the city a revenue of $20,000 a year—probably moie—during 
the life of the franchise. In ro.ind numbers this is £1,000,000 in 'acl- 
tlition to the cost of pa -ing tht street. 


But Dr. Pardee interposes his sore toe and objects. He says 


the property-owners 01 Seventh street should be ignored and he 
ilone consulted. He pioposes to hang his gronch, like a millstone, 
around the neck of the commui tty and tie up for an indefinite period 
the projected improvement of Oakland's rapid transit facilities. He 
nas been reduced to the extremity of arguing that the substitution 
of electric for steam cars world injure property values and busi- 
ness interests not only on Seventh street, but the entire section of 
the city south of Tenth street. His property lies north of Twelfth 
street. He has called the property owners on Seventh street fakeis 
and tools of the Southern Pa ific, and now he intimates that the 
president of the Council is either a fool or a knave. Dr. Pardee bus 
set himself up against it least 10,000 voters personally interested :n 
the vise of Seventh street as the main artery of a great interurban 
rapid transit system. 
\Vill the- interests and wishes of these 10,000 


be sacrificed on the altar of Dr. Pardee's revenge?

'Hence disaf- 
fection is rife in a military force which has once been seduced from 
loyalty by appeals'tb cupitJi'v. 


The Opposition 1o a Parcels Post. 


Why cannot Congress be brought to pass upon the de nand for 


a parcels post? It is a popular demand that has been urg-ed i\,ith 
great insistance for a quarter of a-century, but Congress h. s always 
managed to e\ade action and Hivert public attention to seme other 
matter. When the talk about a parcels post begins to get loud and 
persistent, something else is taken up with a great chcter— the tar- 
iff, the currency, the Philippines, the Panama_canal, the d -fenseless 
state of our coasts, the navy, trade reciprocity, any old thing to 
distract attention. 


Two years ago the Republican national convention which nom- 


inated President Taft made a platform declaration in favor of estab- 
lishing a parcels post system. The President has recommended it 
to Congress and so has the Postmaster Gwieral, but nothing has 
been done. A bill to establish a parcels post could be ramed in 
hrlf a day, and it could be put through Congress in short jrder, but 
for the snags that somehow obstruct every move in that direction. 
By indirection the matter is staved off from time to tit ic, mean- 
while the express companies continue to reap a rich hardest. 


Now the real opposition to a parcels post comes fro 11 the ex- 


press companies who are in turn backed by the railroads 
The ex- 


press companies have managed to work up a sentiment .- mong the 
country merchants against the parcels post by appealing to their 
selfishness and lack of knowledge. 
The country merd-ants have 


been made to believe th4t their business will be injured if not de- 
stroyed by a parcels post. It has not injured country dealers in 
Fngland and Germany and would not injure them in 1he United 
States, but so long as they can be deluded into believing that their 
interests are threatened they appeal to their representathes in Con- 
grss to fight the parcels post. It was the same mispla:ed notion 
that caused many country newspapers to combat rural free mail 
delivery. 


As a matter of fact, rural mail delivery has not hurt t ic country 


newspapers, nor would a parcels post hurt the country men hants. The 
rotion that it would springs from the same root^as opposition to all 
forms of rapid transit. 
For instance, cheapening and improving 


the facilities for travel between the Alameda towns and San Fran- 
c isco has not injured local trade; quite the contrary. As the transit 
facilities have improved local trade has expanded and developed. 
There is more home trading now than ever before, because the 
growth of the community and the aroused spirit of 
ompetition 


have given: 
First, a better trading field, and second, better ad- 


vantages for buying at home. In times past men in Oakland were 
wont to say that access to San Francisco was too easj and cheap 
Tor this city to ever develop large department stores. Note how 
ihe logic of events has dissipated their misconception cf the effect 
.if cheap and rapid transportation. 


Xot only would the country merchant suffer no in ury from a 


parcels post, but the great mass of the people \\ould be immensely 
benefited. 
People in the country could procure small articles not 


usually kept in country stores from the cities without trouble and 
without extra cost. This would stimulate demand and ncrease the 
volume of local business. Even the local tradesman wculd find the 
parcels post a convenience and a help in his business 
He could 


use it to better advantage than his customers.

GOVERNMENT TROOPS 


The United States Government has detailed four companies of infantry, 


a troop of cavalry and a machine gun platoon to patrol the grounds and guard 
the danger zone where the military and naval target practice will be carried 
on with real explosives. These tnops will be camped on the grounds at 
Aviation Field during the entire period of the meet to patrol the danger 
zone and assist in the experimental work. 


While at Aviation Park the troops will live just as they do in the field, 


and the military music and maneuvers will be a picturesque feature of the 
meet. 
HIGH EXPLOSIVES TO BE USED 


The ammunition to be used is the same as that employed in actual war- 


fare. Special aerial projectiles, mat'c at enormous cost by army, navy and 
marine officers, will be discharged .it targets suspended and moving in the 
air, as well as at outline targets or the ground below. 


These projectiles will be tested for the first time officially and may be 


adopted by the army autho-ities and ultimately 
used 
in 
actual 
warfare. 


Shrapnel, cannister and hand gre-iades will be used in great quantities dur- 
ing these tests, and the Japanese -.ecret explosive powder will be tes'ccl in 
connection with special shells intended to carry on aerial warfare. 
BALLOON TARGETS AND DUMMY PLANES 


Floating and rapidly rreving targets will be used in the military tests—• 


real balloons and kites manipulated from the ground to simulate the move- 
ments of aeroplanes will be torn to pieces by the special projectiles hurled 
through the air both from the machines flying at lightning speed at differ- 
ent altitudes and from the rround. 
NO DANGER TO SPECTATORS, 


There will be absolute'y no dinger to the spectators from these spectac- 


ular military tests,, for the mimic -.varfare will be carried on directly over a 
danger rone, removed frotr the grindstand. but in plain view of it. 


The danger zone will he patr'^led by federal troops and no one but the 


soldiers ddr.iled to rinrk the score- will be allowed within the flying field. 
WARSHIPS DETAILED FOR TESTS 


War vessels, <!eta;lc 1 ">y Rca- Admiral Barry, under direction of Beck- 


man Winthrop, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, will take part in this first 
great military and naval spectacle. Aeroplanes will arise from and alight on 
the decks of moving vessels at sea. High naval and military officials detailed 
as observers will attend tin- meet :n semi-official capacity. 
WIRELESS TELEGRAPH AND TELEPHONES 


Messages will be received and transmitted to and from the aeroplanes by 


means of the r,e\v wireless 'elephore and telegraph apparatus, which will be 
tested officially for the first time bv governine-H officials with a view to pos1 


siblc final adoption by the war department. 


The messages sent and receive 1 will be recorded on a mammoth bulletin 


beard, which will be easily read b) spectators in all parts of Aviation Field. 


The aviators who disappear in o the cloud? will be constantly in touch 


with the wireless office on the field and messages will be transmitted brr tele- 
phone from an aeroplane which imy appear as a speck on the horizon. 
MILITARY AND NAVAL SCOUTS 


Military and naval sc( uts wi'i be dispatched from headquarters to fly 


over San Francisco and the Presid-o reservation and to make plans and send 
descriptions of the forts by circles-. 
An army officer will be sent up with 


sketching outfit and told tr bring back plans of the groundind at the same 
time to avoid tiie projccti'.c= of other av.ators and those stationed on 
the 


ground.
